discovered, he relied on his swiftness of 
foot to escape. Finally his thefts be- 
came so numerous that the whole neigh- 
borhood arose against him, and he was 
arrested and confined in the rude jail at 
Suubury, but as it was not very secure 
he escaped, and Sheriff Antes offered a 
reward for his apprehension 
Joe took 


refuge on the isle of Que and concealed 
himself in a dense thicket 
He might 


have eluded pursuit but for his inordi- 
nate love for perpetrating jokes While 
lying m his place of concealment near 
the road which crossed the island Joe 
heard the footsteps of a horse and, slyly 
peeping from his covert, discovered the 
sheriff's wife approaching on horseback 
on her way to Selinsgrove. Quickly 
stepping into the road, he pulled off his 
hat, made a polite bow and as quickly 
disappeared in the bushus. The aston- 
ished lady, who knew him, hurried on 
to Selinsgrove and gave the alarm. 


A party headed by George Kremer, 


afterward a member of congress, was 
hurriedly made up and went in pursuit 
of the refugee. He was captured and re- 
tnrued to the custody of Sheriff Antes 
at tho jail in Sunbury. He was tried 
and convicted, and his sentence is one 
of the strangest found in the annals of 
criminal history in Pennsylvania. The 
quarter sessions docket, still preserved 
among the court records at Sunbnry 
(for September term, 17S4), shows that 
he was convicted of felony, and the fol- 
lowing sentence was imposed: 


"Judgment — that the said Joseph 


Disberry receive 89 lashes between the 
hours of 8 and 9 o'clock tomorrow; to 
stand m the pillory one hour; to have 
his ears cut off and nailed to the post; 
to return the property stolen or the 
value thereof; remain in prison three 
mouths; pay a fine of £30 to the honor- 
able the president of this state for the 
support of the government and stand 
convicted until fine, fees, etc., are 
paid " 
This remarkable sentence shows the 


estimate that was put on Joe as a crim- 
inal 
The whipping post and pillory 


stood in the public square in Sunbury, 
and the spot can still be pointed out. 
Colonel Henry Antes, the sheriff, di- 
rected _the whipping if he did not do it 
himself. There is no record to show 
who did the ear cropping, but as the 
surgical operation fell to the sheriff it 
is presumed that he did. Among the 12 
men who composed the jury were sev- 
eral noted Indian fighters and Revolu- 
tionary soldiera Peter Hosterman, fore- 
man, was active as a militiaman and 
had command at one time of a company 
to repel Indian attacks. Adam and Mi- 
chael Grove were famous as Indian 
scouts and were engaged in several 
bloody encounters with the savages. 
This severe sentence did not cure Joe of 
his thieving propensities, for the quar- 
ter sessions docket for August term, 
1798, shows that he was arraigned and 
tried on three indictments for robbing 
the houses of Philip Bower, Peter Jones 
and Isaiah Willu-ts and convicted on 
each. The Hon. Jacob Rush, president 
judge of the judicial district, was on 
the bench and imposed the following 
sentence: 
"That the prisoner, Joseph Disberry, 


forfeit all and singular his goods and 
chattels, land and tenements, to and 
for tho use of the commonwealth, and 
undergo a servitude of seven years for 
the burglary committed m the house of 
Philip Bower, and be committed to the 
house of correction, pay the costs of 
prosecution, etc " The court then sen- 
tenced him on the two other indictments, 
beven years each, and continued: "That 
the defendant be conveyed to the jail 
and penitentiary house ot Philadelphia 
to undergo the servitude afoicsaid for 
the term of 21 years And that tho said 
Joseph Disberry be kept for the space 
of two years m the solitary cell out of 
the term of 21 years." 


When tbe sentence was being de- 


livered, Joe was an attentive listener, 
and when tho last "seven" was pro- 
nounced ho broke in with tho remark, 
'Why, judge, three times beven are 
211" which caused the audience to 
smiie. Joo was brought to this city and 
Berved his long sentence, which expired 
m 1819. He returned to his old haunts 
about Snnbury and Selinsgrove an old 
man, but as merry as ever His long 
and frequent punishment failed to make 
an honest mail of him, and he continued 
to pilfer wherever an opportunity offer- 
ed 
The date of his death is unknown, 


but it is said that he went one night to 
a mill in Union county to steal flour, 
and, falling through a hatchway, sus- 
tained injuries which finally killed him.

Representative Lorimer of Illinois 


baa introduced a bill to provide Cor the 
establishment and regulation of 
a 


postal savings bank system. 
The bill 


provides that money 
order 
offices 


selected by the Postmaster General be 
made branch postal savings banks, and 
that au office iu the department at 
Washington, to be known as the cen- 
tral bank, be set apart for that pnr- 
pose. 
The bill provides that any per- 


son, including married women and 
minors over twelve years of age, may 
become a depositor. 
Deposits ate 


limited to a dollar and its multiples, 
not exceeding $300 e:ich, atid deposits 
accumulating above $1,000 will not 
draw interest. 
Interest is lo be at the 


rate of 2 oer cent per annum, to be 
added to the principal on June 30th of 
each year. The Secretary of the 'Pi ens- 
ury is required to invest the money in 
interest-bearing bonds of the United 
States, or iu ssotirisisM whose principal 
is guaranteed by the Untied States, 01 
in State bonds issued nudar State 
direction. 
Deposits will not be lisblo 


to seizure or detention under any legal 
process. 


It is generally believed that the es- 


tablishment of postal savings banks 
will have a tendency to encourage 
habits of economy among the people. 
Sacu banks will not interfere with the 
business of the commercial bank?, as 
no interest will be paid on deposits in 
excess of $1,000, and no deposit in ex- 
cess ot $300 will bs received at one 
time:

NEW 
MJ3XICO DEMANDING STATE- 


HOOD. 


Delegate Ferguson, of New Mexico, 


has introdaced a bill for tha admission 
of that Territory to Statehood. It 
provide? for a convention to be com- 
posed of 77 delegates, based on an ap- 
portio'nment of one delegate for csch 
2,000 inhabitants and an additional 
delegate for any fraction over 1,000 in- 
habitants. Voters for delegates to tbe 
Statehood convention must hive re- 
sided iu the Territory at least sixty 
days before the election. 


The Territory of New Mexico has a 


population of 225,000. Its area is 122, 
50S square mile?, which is 12,000 square 
miles more than the area of Nevada, 
and its assessable propeity in 1890 
amounted to $43,237,686. Its vote at 
the election in 3896 waa over 36,000 
and there appeara to be no good reason 
for refusing it admission into the gal 
axy of States. A majority nf its poo- 
pie, like those of otbsr western Bt«te* 
are, however, in favor of the free nnd 
unlimited coinage of eilvar bv the 
United States, independent of' what 
European nations may say or think of 
that policy, and for that reason Mr. 
Bsed's Congress will uot admit it to 
Statehood. The gold trust Mods it ex- 
pensive enoufih to overcome the senti- 
ment of the public iu favor of Silver iu 
the States now in the Union without

COJIPULSOBY EDUCATION. 


\Vheu laws for icgular attendance nt 


our Public Schools were first advocated 
for this country, much opposition was 
met with on the ground that such laws 
contrary to the "genius of American 
institutions." And although the same 
opposition has still to be met the idea 
cf compulsion hua been steadily gain- 
ing favor until now ita univeral adop- 
tion in all States is only a question of 
time. 


Massachusetts \vas the first State to 


adopt compulsory educational laws. 
A truancy law was added because of 
the rapidly increasing foreign pop- 
ulation. The laws in Massachusetts 
form au important land 
mark in 


American educational history, as they 
furnish a model on whioh the earlier 
la\va of other Stales were based. 


At present twenfy-nino States and 


Territories have compulsory school 
laws. The following is n list of the 
States, grouped according to the num- 
ber of weeks of required attendance:

board; third, co-operation of school 
teachers.

to enforcement lies in having no place 
to send habitual truants.

to small compensation, fear of offend- 
ing neighbors and friends, or indiffer- 
ence of sohool committees has greatly 
impeded the success of tha law

Both ore of contracted extent when 
compared with great oceans, and i 
coiiEc-qnouoo of ttiese common feature 
both present m au intensified form th 
advantages and the limitations, politi 
cal and military, which condition th 
influence of -sea power. 


This conclusion, is notably trite of th 


Mediterranean, as is shown by its his 
tory. It is even more forcibly fenio o 
the Caribbean, partly because the con 
tour of its shores docs not, as in the 
Mediterranean peninsulas, thrust the 
power of tho laud so far and so sustain 
edly into tho sea; partly because, iron 
historical antecedents already nlludec 
to, in tho character of tho first colo 
nists and from tho shortness of the 
time the ground has been in civilized 
occupation, there does not exist in the 
Caribbean or in the gulf of Mexico— 
apart from the United States— any land 
power nt all comparable to those greai 
continental states of 
Europe whoso 


strength lies in their armies far more 
than in their navies.

Prank That May Cost Them Dearly. 
Whether half a dozen, Yale sopho- 


mores-will be expelled from college or 
fall into the law's clutches for telline

and handcuffed as a lunatic cannot be 
foretold. The victim was Harry O. 
Johnson, 23 years old, whose home is 
in Macbias, Me.

The folio-wing remarkable account ol 


the extraction of a needle from the 
body by means of a magnet is given by 
Cosmos; 


"A young laundress thrust a broken 


needle into her right hand while wash- 
ing clothes. The needle having .disap- 
peared in the flesh, the surgeon .who 
was consulted several day.s,after the ac- 
cident refused to perform an operation, 
fearing lest he should be obliged to make 
a large number of Incisions among the 
ligaments of the articulation. Two 
months afterward the girl lost the use 
of her right hand, and the least move- 
ment of the fingers caused her exquisite 
pain. Drs. Gorimrwski and Cerestin 
then determined to extract the needle 
with the aid of a magnet, drawing it 
into a fleshy region where an incision 
could be made without danger. To 
cause this movement they chose a very 
feeble electro magnet, but a difficulty 
arose. The needle having entered point 
first, it would have to be drawn out 
backward, the broken part in advance. 


"The first trial lasted two hours, 


with short intervals of rest, without 
appreciable results. Before the third 
trial the girl said that she felt a prick- 
ing in the palm of the band near the 
place where the magnet had been ap- 
plied and where the needle ought to ap- 
pear. At the ninth sitting finally the 
needle appeared beneath the skin and 
came out whole, broken end first, with- 
out pain and without loss of blood. It 
fixed itself to the polo of the electro 
magnet, and the young laundress was 
cured. This result—the drawing of a 
ncedlo through the flesh—is very re- 
markable. In. 20 hours after the first 
trial this needle was extracted from the 
inside of tho hand, after lying there 
more than two months."—Translation 
For Literary Digest.
